I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
health  of  Great  Harwood, 

I am  happy  to  say  that  the  year  has  been  uneventful 
in  the  health  field.  There  have  been  no  infant  deaths, 
no  maternal  deaths. 

The  instance  of  infectious  disease  has  been  low. 
Measles,  which  was  so  prevalent  in  1955  was  of  very  low 
level  in  1956,  and  this  is  what  was  expected.  The 
number  of  other  infectious  diseases  was  very  low. 

Although  the  birth  rate  showed  a slight  improvement, 
deaths  were  still  higher  than  births. 

The  absence  of  any  outbreak  of  dysentery  or  food 
poisoning  in  the  district  indicates  that  standards 
generally  are  satisfactory. 

I wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  and  yourself,  Mr, 
Chairman,  and  the  Committee,  for  your  unfailing  interest 
and  support  throughout  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  ninth  annual  report.  The 
Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  and  the  Pood  Hygiene  regulations  came 
into  force  during  the  year  and  a large  number  of  premises  will 
have  to  be  inspected  to  ensure  that  the  regulations  are  complied 
with. 


Very  little  activity  took  place  under  the  Housing  Rents  and 
Repairs  Act,  1954,  the  trend  being  towards  owner/occupation  of 
dwellings.  It  is  pleasing  to  see  the  many  improvements  taking 
place  in  owner/occupied  dwellings,  the  provision  of  bathrooms  and 
the  conversion  of  waste  water  closets  is  proceeding  satisfe.ctorily. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  waste  water  closets  and  two  pail  closets  were 
converted  during  the  year.  Only  nine  pail  closets  remain  in  the 
district. 

The  milk  supplies  ha.vc  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  and 
there  is  only  one  ungraded  milk  producer  retailing  in  the  district,  the 
farm  being  situated  in  another  district, 

A number  of  housing  inspections  were  carried  out  for  the  purpose 
of  slum  clearance  and  ten  houses  were  demolished. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Heaith  Committee  for  their 
encouragement  during  the  year  and  also  to  thank  the  officials  and  staff 
for  their  assistance.
